e didn’t know this house existed,’ admits 
Kate Parker. Despite living elose by, this 
Hampshire house is so tueked away that 
Kate and partner Simon Vernon were 
surprised when the estate agent ealled to 
deseribe it. ‘As soon as we saw it, we knew it was 
right,’ she reealls. ‘It has a very speeial feel.’ 

Kate and Simon met about nine years ago, and 
both have grown-up offspring, plus two grandehildren, so they 
wanted a spaeious home to weleome all the family on their frequent 
weekend visits. ‘Plus Simon felt he had never done a proper 
renovation projeet before and he was very keen to do one,’ explains 
Kate. Whieh was just as well, sinee the house started life as two 
Georgian farm eottages, joined together and subsequently added 
to and modified over the years, and was now in need of an update. 

While the previous owners had added on a large drawing 
room about 25 years ago, it had beeome inereasingly gloomy as 
surrounding evergreen trees grew and grew - and grew some more. 
Kate and Simon deeided to remove the trees, instantly allowing 
masses more natural light into the room, and to enhanee the feeling 
of spaee by opening up the eeiling and adding soaring oak beams. 

‘It made sense to turn this room into the kitehen, beeause it’s where 
we spend most of our time at home,’ says Kate. With the help of a 
talented building team, they also replaeed the rotting window 
frames, eonverted one window into a door leading on to the garden 
and swimming pool, and removed a downstairs toilet and drinks 
eupboard to make spaee for a dining table and ehairs. 

‘I had in mind a boathouse feel with wooden floors and a ealm 
eolour palette,’ explains Kate. ‘I went to three kitehen eompanies 
but nobody grasped what I pietured, espeeially when I said I 
wanted an island but not with a traditional oblong shape. I hate the 
idea of a breakfast bar with everyone lined up and sitting in a row.’ 

It was at that stage when a friend reeommended a visit to Guild 
Anderson, where Kate met designer and direetor Niek Anderson. 
‘Niek suddenly made the projeet easy,’ she says. ‘He instantly 
understood what I wanted and produeed a design with a 
beautiful, individual island with a eurved breakfast bar. It’s a 
room that now feels very individual and totally ours.’ 6KBB

How did you begin the 
design?

fter growing up in New Zealand, 

Meredith Townsley says it s wide 
open spaees in peoples homes 
that she partieularly misses. ‘I love 
living in London, but houses here 
just don’t have the same open 
feel I grew up with,’ she says. 

So, when she and husband Craig 
Fenton bought this Vietorian three-storey property in 
South West London to share with their sons, Jake, 
now 13, and Sam, 10, plus fluffy blaek eat. Possum, 
they set about reeonfiguring the ground floor spaee 
to ereate a more open and spaeious arrangement. 

‘We love to entertain and eook a lot,’ eontinues Meredith, a lawyer turned full-time mum, 
‘but the kitehen just wasn’t weleoming. It was a gloomy, skinny, galley design, with a nasty 
PVC eonservatory with eorrugated roof stuek on the baek.’ As part of a projeet to renovate 
the entire house, Meredith and business eonsultant Craig deeided to demolish the old 
eonservatory and replaee it with an extension aeross the rear and side return, tripling the size 
of the kitehen in the proeess. Not only does the extension inelude full-height glass doors that 
fold baek to offer direet aeeess to the pretty eourtyard garden, it also ineorporates a sweeping 
length of roof glazing, flooding the spaee with light to ereate an open and inviting feel. 
Following up on a reeommendation, Meredith and Craig ehose Matrix Kitehens to design the 
room, speeifying elean and eontemporary furniture, designed for a busy family and eooking. 

‘Food is the eentre of my existenee,’ laughs Meredith, who enjoys turning her hand from 
dinner for six to eanapes for 60 people. ‘I wanted things in easy reaeh, so that I eould eook 
easily without running a marathon eaeh time I needed to make a meal,’ she says. 

Meredith speeified the fresh white palette to enhanee the open feel of the room, working 
with interior design speeialist Billie Dainton to perfeet lighting and detailing. But it was Craig 
who partieularly wanted the sweeping overhang to the worktop on the island, ereating 
a spaeious bar area without legs on whieh to bang your knees. ‘Craig was insistent, and now 
I see why,’ says Meredith. ‘We always seem to find ourselves sitting here, having a eup of tea 
or enjoying a glass of wine with our friends, and it feels eomfortable, perfeet, in faet.’ CKBB

What is the key feature 
of the design? Cool, crisp 
white can Look beautitul 
in a kitchen, but it needs 
contrast to give it a punch.

Pieking designer Jane Powell from Roundhouse was the first 
step in the eouple’s journey to turning their kitehen ideas into a 
reality.

Glass 


Often some of the most eye-eatehing lights are 
handmade from glass as it s sneh a flexible material 
to work with, espeeially if you want a design that is 
bespoke in eolour, shape and size. Glass lights ean be 
deeorative and aesthetieally pleasing whether they are 
switehed on or off, and they’ll also provide ambienee 
for eating and dining areas as well as being praetieal 
for use above a kitehen island. Lighting speeialist 
Heetor Fineh explains: ‘Glass is refined, deeorative 
and with a rieh tradition and is a remarkable and 



resilient material. In a kitehen environment the most 
obvious benefit of using simple glass pendants is that 
they are easy to elean. A glass shade or run of shades 
ean signifieantly alter the ambienee of a kitehen as 
they emit light on all sides, whereas something like 
a spun metal shade will only direet the light 
downwards in a more limited pool.’

Industrial 


One of the dominant kitehen trends of the 
past eouple of years has been industrial- 
style design. The use of stripped-baek, raw 
and unpolished materials sueh a metals 
and woods has inereased, showing us that 
beauty ean be found in the handmade design 
without any added deeorative fussiness, and 
ean make a real impression. When it eomes 
to your lighting seheme, think simple. ‘Hang 
either a single beautiful pendant or a line of 
lights to ereate a foeal point above an island 
unit or table. To eomplement your pendant 
eonsider aeeent wall and spot lights as they’re 
a great alternative to reeessed strip bulbs’, 
says Sophie Amini, designer at Pooky. 
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Task lighting 

This is what should be considered as the most 
functional type of lighting you can choose for your 
kitchen. Its essential to think about what areas you 
use the most - for example a worktop next to your 
hob which is a useful place for food preparation - 
and incorporate task lighting where it s required. 
Sheena Lawrence, co-owner and designer at Jim 
Lawrence Lighting and Home advises: ‘You’ll get so 
much more out of your kitchen by layering your task 
lighting correctly. If you get it right, it’ll transform the 
atmosphere and workability of your space.’ There are 
various options to choose from, especially if you want 
to keep it discreet, such as under-cabinet lighting and 
directional spotlights.

HOW FLORENCE WENT FROM FASHION TO FOOD, 
BECOMING ONE OF THE LEADING TALENTS IN THE 
RESTAURANT INDUSTRY IN THE PROCESS 

FEATURE LUCY MACDONALD 


You changed from studying fashion to 
pursuing a career in food, what prompted 
that decision? It was a natural transition 
for me. The industries have more in 
eommon that you might think, as you 
have to eonsider eolour, shape, form 
and texture at every stage. At the time 
I was eooking a lot at home and working 
part time washing dishes. This gave me 
valuable insight into a professional kitehen 
environment and helped me with making 
my deeision. I haven’t looked baek. 

What aspects of cooking do you enjoy the 
most? I love getting into the kitehen a good 
hour before the team arrives, and eheeking 
the quality of ingredients and washing 
lettuees before the day begins. The freedom 
and ereativity that eomes with being head 
ehef allows me to eook a seasonal menu 
that ehanges daily. I also find it really 
helpfril to step off the pass to work on a 
single seetion, whether that’s pastry, larder 
or hots, as I find it helps me understand 
how we ean improve delivery. 

How was being head chef at restaurant 
Polpetto? I’ve always enjoyed being in the 
kitehen, whether as head ehef or kitehen 
porter, as every position presents its 
ehallenges. It was a pleasure to nurture 
a team, share my experienee and 
knowledge, and have the freedom to 
ereate my own menu from serateh. 

What chefs or cooks have inspired you? 

It can be a fickle and faddy industry. A lot 
has changed with social media, but I always 
find Shaun Hill and Angela Hartnett’s 
honesty, integrity and skill inspiring. 


What appliance do you find the most 
useful in the kitchen? I am quite the 
traditionalist and prefer using my hands 
where possible. It’s important to get a good 
feel of what you’re making, like whether 
the mixture is the right consistency for 
example. However, the Kenwood mixer 
is such a useful tool. The dough hook is 
quite regularly in use when I’m making 
things like focaccia and sourdough. 

What has heen your career highlight so 
far? Holding my book ‘One: A Cook and 
Her Cupboard’ after months of hard work 
was very fulfilling. The support of my 
family and friends was a really big part of 
the process and it was wonderful to be able 
to share the finished product with them. 
However, receiving a five star review at 
Polpetto and seeing the kitchen team glow 
with pride was a highlight of my year. 

We re coming up to the festive season, 
what’s your favourite thing about 
Christmas time? By Christmas Day I’m 
exhausted as it’s the busiest time of the year 
for any restaurant, so my family take the 
pressure off me by cooking. I have a ritual 
of preparing the vegetables in the morning 
with my brother while my elder sister is in 
charge of the actual cooking. My favourite 
part of the festive season is actually Boxing 
Day, when everyone is more relaxed after 
the chaos of Christmas day itself. 

Do you have any other exciting news? 

I’ll be working on my second book next 
year and am also looking forward to 
opening a new restaurant.

f at weekends, your house is home to a eonstant 
stream of visitors, a guest bathroom is definitely 
worth thinking about. Even if friends and family 
only stay over for the oeeasional weekend, it is a 
serious boon for busy families and the dreaded 
— morning bathroom queue. And now, with Christmas 
on the ever-nearing horizon, extra bathrooms ean be put to 
full use. So, whether you sneak a eompaet en suite shower into 
a redundant eorner or go for a full-blown loft eonversion, a 
designated guest bathroom will give overnighters that all- 
important privaey and the experienee of a home away from home. 

‘Creating a bathroom or en suite for guests ean be a relatively 
simple undertaking,’ says Edel Nieholson, Merlyn’s marketing 
manager. ‘Eook at redundant spaees in or around your guest 


bedroom - do guests really need a wardrobe or very mueh 
storage? Installing a separate, self-eontained bathroom or 
en suite will be more weleome and avoids any embarrassment of 
queuing for the family bathroom at busy times.’ Good planning is 
essential, partieularly where spaee is limited, and every last detail 
of a bathroom’s layout needs eareful eonsideration. Arehiteets 
advise that a spaee of as little 0.8x2.1metre ean eomfortably 
aeeommodate a shower, toilet and basin, explains Joanne 
Langton, marketing manager at Eaufen: ‘Estate agents believe 
that an en suite ean add as mueh as £ 5,000 to the asking priee 
of a house, just as long as you’re not saerifieing a bedroom for 
the sake of adding a seeond bathroom,’ she eontinues. 

Remember to try not to paek too many items into a bathroom 
as it will simply beeome too difheult and uneomfortable to use.

Even if you have managed to shoehorn in a separate shower 
enelosure and tub into your eompaet spaee, eonsider an 
overbath shower instead or do away with a bath altogether. 

Meanwhile, walk-in showers with super-slim trays that are 
the same level as the floor are a great option for the guest 
bathroom (and work well for all ages and mobilities) as they 
resemble a wet room but don’t eome with the extra installation 
hassles and eost of the real thing. They also offer the reassuranee 
of a tray underfoot to eapture splashes. Go for simple, frameless 
glass panels and sliding or bi-fold doors for aleoves and reeesses. 

Experts reeommend allowing a elearanee of 600mm around 
washbasins and WCs and maintaining a reasonable gap between 
eaeh item. Eook out for eompaet, spaee-saving sanitaryware 
sueh as Coneept Spaee from Ideal Standard, whieh ineludes 
slim basins and short-projeetion WCs. Also, Ergo from Aston 
Matthews has a elever spaee-saving eorner WC and wall-hung 
basin fit side-by-side on just a one metre wall. The added 
benefit is that wall-hung versions will enhanee the illusion of 
spaee further and make for easy eleaning when guests leave. 

You don’t need masses of storage for guests, but a wall-hung 


vanity basin with pull-out drawers (one deep and one shallow 
is a good eombination) ean be stoeked with all the essentials 
needed sueh as shampoo, toilet roll, soap and shower gel. Don’t 
forget to leave a stash of elean, fluffy towels too, perhaps in 
lovely wieker baskets on open shelving or even on a ladder 
radiator that ean heat the bathroom at the same time. 

Of eourse, a guest bathroom should be elean, bright and 
weleoming as well as funetional. You ean’t go wrong with a 
neutral seheme in a small spaee, with lighter shades on walls 
and aeeents of warm woods so the room doesn’t appear too 
elinieal. You ean always update with aeeessories at a later point. 

‘Deeorative bowls and brassware are beeoming inereasingly 
more popular in the guest bathroom as small no longer means 
insignifieant,’ explains Dan Cook, designer at C.P. Hart. ‘Try 
a freestanding basin or even a hand blown, lead erystal bowk’ 

Mirrors will help to bounee natural light around a room and 
make it appear larger and brighter, and lighting ean make all the 
differenee to the ambienee. ‘We reeommend installing a dimmer 
switeh so that you ean eontrol the intensity of light depending 
on the mood,’ adds Cook. It really is all in the detail. i!KBB

How did you plan the bathroom? 

As with any good en suite the basin 
should be the First item you see when 
you walk into the bathroom. The brieF 
initially called For a boutique Feel that 
would provide easy access to those 
less physically able. The hotel asked 
For the bathrooms to have a 
‘traditional Feel with a contemporary 
twist’. There is a wet Floor shower 
area with a minimal Fixed panel and 
hinged panelat the end to minimise 
any splash. The Freestanding bath is 
quite small and neat but sits nicely on 
the opposite wall so that its lovely 
Form can be appreciated. The WC is a 
back-to-wall model, so the cistern is 
concealed within the wait We planned 
two hotel en suites at the same time 
and they both had the same brieF and 
were the same size and Format. 

What inspired this design? The 

rooms are located in a converted Farm 


steadings set in the rolling countryside 
oF the Cotswolds. The design is 
sympathetic to the architecture in 
which it is located but with a luxe 
contemporary boutique Feet The 
inspiration was to create a relaxed 
and comFortable environment within 
a sophisticated, luxury space. 

Can you tell us about the bath? 

The bath is Freestanding, which curves 
gently up at either end, reminiscent 
oFan elegant slipper bath. It is a 
traditional style oF bath that sits 
Fully onto the Floor, making cleaning 
much easier. This is an important 
consideration in a commercial hotel 
application such as this. The bath is 
painted in Farrow & Ball’s Oval Retreat 
to complement the tiling and colour 
scheme. Sitting in its own space so 
that its Form can be appreciated, it is 
a statement piece that brings the rest 
oF the room together in its cosy look. 


How does the en suite bathroom 
flow into the bedroom seheme? 

It is especially important in a design 
like this that the bedroom and 
bathroom are harmonious. Here the 
colours, textures and materials oF the 
rooms aim to blend and complement 
each other, while perForming quite 
diFFerent roles. The use oF greys, 
whites and blues are predominant, 
which bring the scheme together.

Why are we all feeling so drawn 
to deep blues in interiors - and 
in partievdar in our bedrooms? 

Blue can be shy or brave, bold or coy, 
cold or warm, uplifting or soothing - it 
covers so many emotions and connects 
with our need to breathe fresh air, see 
clear skies and look out upon wide 
expanses of oceans.

Matthew 

WILLIAMSON 


A master of print, embeLLishment and colour, fashion 
designer Matthew Williamson talks about his interior 
design philosophy and decorating for the festivities 

INTERVIEW SUSAN SPRINGATE 


Born in Manchester, fashion designer 
Matthew Williamson took the fashion 
world by storm in 1997 when his first 
collection was modelled by Kate Moss 
and Helena Christensen at London 
Fashion Week. An expert in print, 
embellishment and kaleidoscopic colonr, 
he quickly became known for a refined 
yet spirited glamour. In 2003, he made 
his first foray into interiors with a 
collection for The Rug Company and 
in 2010 he extended his collaboration 
with Debenhams with a homeware range. 
He also designs a range of wallpapers 
and fabrics for Osborne & Little. 

Is it an easy leap from fashion to 
homeware? For me, fashion and 
homeware are closely linked. Our brand 
has a strong DNA that’s rooted in a 
British Bohemian sensibility and I make 
sure that whatever I do chimes with this. 

Any tips on bringing this bright 
Bohemian style into the home? I’m a big 

fan of collecting things you love and 
displaying them around your home to 
create pockets of interest. For me, tables, 
shelves, walls and cupboards are the 
perfect places to create visual impact. 

What is your home like? It’s a reflection 
of my personal style and personality 
combining all the things I love most, such 
as calming wall colours and items I’ve 
sourced or collected over the years. 

Is your bathroom in keeping with that? 

My bathroom is completely calm and 
pared back. I like to keep it that way as 
it’s my place to relax. The palette is soft 
and I have put up mood board graphics to 
add interest while soaking in a hot bath. 

What is your kitehen like? It’s like a gypsy 
caravan as it’s full of pots, plates and vases 
dotted throughout the room. These items 
make you want to sit in the space and 
relax and socialise as well as cook. 


A favourite objeet? My favourite piece 
at the moment is a soft pink and gold 
ostrich feather lamp made by a friend 
James Perkins. It’s not the most effective 
lamp but it’s such a great foeal point. It’s 
whimsical and over the top but it has 
brought great drama into the deeor. 

Do you have a favourite room? My 

lounge. It’s lozenge-shaped with high 
eeilings and Vietorian arehitraves. It has 
a barrel door at one end and a stuffed 
peaeoek at the other, looking out to the 
garden. It’s a dramatie spaee but at the 
same time really eosy and eomfortable 
to unwind in after a long day at work. 

Do you eoUeet anything? Little soaps 
from hotel rooms and I keep them in a 
glass-fronted eabinet in my bathroom. 

Where do you souree your top finds? 

My favourite market for unique finds 
is Kempton Court and Ardingly Fair. 

How will you be spending Christmas? 

For me it’s always a traditional affair 
- a few days off work, at home and 
with my family and elose friends. 

How will you deeorate for the festivities? 

I have a real tree whieh sits in my bay 
window and is deeorated in baubles I’ve 
eollected over the years. It’s eelectie and a 
little random but I like the imperfeetions 
and the faet that it’s not too overthought. 

Any ideas for table settings? Placements 
are the easiest way to personalise a table. 
Everyone is thrilled to see a Polaroid or 
old photo of them marking their seat. 

What would be your dream deeor? I’d 

love an all-gold theme. Using one colour 
brings such impact and confidence. I’d 
then build layers with lighting, textures 
and patterns but one eolour would keep 
things hanging together, and gold has 
such a magical quality. ^!KB1
